The present report indicates that the Coswig 
railroad station belongs to the Dresden district, as a Friestevitz railroad 
station is situated north of Coswig. As it is irnrobable that the engineer 
regiment of the Third Gds t'ecz Army should have roved to the area of the 
First Gds 1'ecz Army for summer training, it is believed that Priestewitz 
was confused with Piesteritz, a railroad station which, like Coswig, is 
situated in the area west of ’..'ittenberg, and that the regiment was unloaded 
in this area. Confirmation by local sources is required.
